FEMININE PRUSSIANISM. 


London, Oct. 18. 


| At Jast we Have been given a play 

of genujne passion and significance, 
and it has come to us-from Ger- 
many, heralded by the success of 
Leontine Sagan's film, “Madchen in 
Uniform,” and produced by her on 
the stage. The film had its origin 
in a German play by Christa Win- 
sloe of which Barbara Burnham has 
made an English adaptation, It is 
long since any serious piece, and 
very Jong since any tragedy, was: 
received in London with so much 
enthusfasm by. audiences and by 
critics.

“Some Secrets of Style,” by 
Henry Bett, M.A. has just been 
published. 2 


The secrets of literary style into 
Which Mr, Bett inquires are fairly 
open ones. His examination is 
thorough, although his general sym- 
pathies are somewhat partial. His 
favourite peaks, the. Elizabethana 
and the great Victorians, hardly 
need aggrandisement at the ex- 
pense of “the drearicst period in 
English literature,” .as he surpri- 
singly rates the cighteenth century, 
Nor, to appreciators of its out- 
standing craftamen, will it perhapa 
seem (as it seems to him) “blks- 
phemy to call Pope a poet.” Tastes 
differ, of course, and so do methods 
of approach to Hterary analysis. 
But to dismiss the age that produc- 
ed Swift, Gibbon, Sterne, Gray, and 
Burke—to mention only obvious 
cases—would suggest. a prejudiced, 
rather than an impartial, inquiry 
into the mysteries they practised. 
On the other hand, Mr. Bett knows 
what he likes; and his discussion 
of the technical sleight and the 
common .virtues of the writers he 
admires leads him to produce apt 


examples and to submit them to’per- | 


tinent analysis. He writes .with| 
evident love for his subject, and 
pursues a tricky quarry with all.a 
hobby-rider’s provocative zest.
